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L  he  Montana  State  Revolving  Fund  (SRF)  Loan 
Program  is  designed  to  provide  financial  assis- 
tance in  the  form  of  low  interest  loans  to  eligible 
borrowers  to  finance  water  pollution  control 
projects.  The  program  is  administered  by  the 
Water  Quality  Bureau  of  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Environmental  Sciences  (DHES)  in 
cooperation  with  the  Conservation  and  Resource 
Development  Division  of  the  Department  ofNatu- 
ral  Resources  and  Conservation  (DNRC). 

The  program  is  funded  joindy  by  federal  and  state 
money.  All  loan  principal  and  interest  payments 
and  interest  earnings  within  the  fund  are  returned 
to  the  fond  (or  revolved)  and  subsequently  loaned 
to  provide  a  perpetual  source  of  financing  for  fo- 
ture  Montana  projects. 

The  1987  Amendments  to  the  Federal  Water  Pol- 
lution Control  Act  as  well  as  the  Montana  Waste- 
water Treatment  Revolving  Fund  Act  authorized 
creation  of  the  Montana  SRF  loan  program. 

All  loan  projects  must  be  placed  on  the  Montana 
Project  Priority  List,  which  is  updated  every  year 
in  August,  This  list  prioritizes  projects  accord- 
ing to  environmental  impacts  or  severity  of  pub- 
lic health  hazard.  Loans  will  be  offered  on  a  first- 
come  basis  until  demand  exceeds  available  fonds.

Who  can  apply  for  an  srf  loan? 

Any  city,  town,  county,  water  and/or  sewer  dis- 
trict, or  other  local  government  unit  authorized 
to  own  and  operate  a  sewage  system  and  wastewa- 
ter treatment  works  is  eligible  to  apply.  These  gov- 
ernment units  must  conform  to  state  law  and  to 
Section  1288  of  the 
Federal  Water  Pollu- 
tion Control  Act,  and 
they  must  have  juris- 
diction over  discharge 
of  pollutants. 


Private  entities  are 
eligible  only  for  a  loan 
under  Section  319, 
Nonpoint  Source 
Projects,  of  the  Federal 
Water  Pollution  Con- 
trol Act.

When  are  srf  loan  applications 

DUE? 

Applications  are  accepted  throughout  the  year. 
Loan  funds  must  be  available  either  from  loan 
proceeds,  foture  bond  sale  proceeds,  or  recycled 
SRF  loan  fonds  before  loan  fonds  are  disbursed. 
Loan  applications  may  not  be  processed  until  SRF 
fonds  become  available.

Completed  SRF  loan  application  showing 
ability  to  repay  debt 
Submission  of  plans  and  specifications 
Loans  secured  through  issuance  of  bonds  (e.g., 
revenue  bonds,  special  improvement  district, 
rural  special  improvement  district) 
Proper  operation  and  maintenance 
Properly  maintained  financial  records  sub- 
ject to  audit
